Lop 1 Percent 
From European 
Recovery Plan 


‘ WASHINGTON 1) — The Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee to- 
day voted a $3,778,380,000 Euro- 
pean recovery program—10 per 
cent less than the amount asked 
by President Truman. 

Senator Bridges (R.-N.H.) re- 
ported this action after the com- 
mittee spent only two hours in 
reaching agreement. The figure 
was confirmed also by other com- 
mittee members. 


The amount is $209,910,000 
more than the House approved fcr 
the second year recovery program. 
But it is $419,620,000 less than 
Mr. Truman requested. 

The committee also agreed, 
Bridges said, to a $900,000,000 
program this year for government 
and relief in the occupied areas 
of Germany, Australia, Japan, and 
the Ryukyu Islands. This was a 
cut of $25,000,000 below the House- 
approved figure and $75,000,000 
less; than the army had asked. 

ECA chief Paul Hoffman had 
requested $4,198,000,000 for the 
second year recovery program. 
The House cut this figure to $3,- 
568,470,000—but permitted ECA 
‘to spend the money in 10 and a 
half months, if necessary. 

The Senate figure represented 
2 compromise between those who 
favored the full ECA program and 
economy advocates who wanted to 
cut up to $740,000,000 off the pro- 
gram.

75. Broaden its coverage. (Such 
legislation is still in committee 
on Capitol Hill.) 

Increase Benefits 

6. Bring more industries under 
unemployment compensation. In- 
crease the benefits. Lengthen the 
period of idleness covered. 

7. Extend for one year—to 
July 25, 1950—the veterans’ read- 
justment allowances, or so-called 
“52-20” program. This program 
got its nickname from the pro- 
vision for unemployment pay to 
veterans at the rate of $20 a week 
for a maximum of 52 weeks. 

Advance Planning 

8. Raise Social Security bene- 
fits. Extend coverage to more 
persons. Increase direct public 
aid grants. (A Social] Security bill 
may come from the House Ways 


10. Provide technical aid to de-. 
velop the world’s backward areas 
and encourage foreign investment. 

11. Restore the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, to bolster 
world commerce. (The House has 
passed such a bill; a Senate fight 
awaits.) 

Crisis action isn’t needed,. Mr. 
Truman said, because the economy 
still is strong and healthy. It can 
hit a soaring annual output of 
“well above $300,000,000,000” in a 
few years, he predicted. That is 
one-fifth higher than today’s na- 
tional production. 

Council Optimistie 

“But there is nothing healthy 
about more unemployment or less 
production,’ Congress was told. 
“Such trends can and must be re- 
versed by positive’ action, private 
and public. 

“Our own people insist upon the 
maintenance of prosperity, and 
will not tolerate a depression.” 

The President’s council of eco- 
nomic advisers, in an accompany- 
ing report, was somewhat more 
optimistic in general tone than 
Mr. Truman. It found the busi- 
ness outlook reassuring. But did 
agree that federal action is called 
for. 

“We may have the unique and 
fortunate experience of liquidat- 
ing a major inflation without fall- 
ing into a severe recession,” the 
three-member council reported.

Play Safe; Don’t 
Play In Bathroom 


In small bathrooms, use extra 
safety precautions to prevent ac- 
cidents. Statistics show that one 
out of approximately 17 fatal| 
falls in homes at floor level occur | 
in bathrooms. 

Plan for safety at the time of 
building the new home, safety en- 
gineers advise. Install a grab rail 
into the tile work above the tub. 
Install light fixtures beyond the 
reach of anyone in the tub. If 
light pulls are used, be sure that 
they are insulated at the end of 
the chain. 

Select heating outlets which 
heat the room comfortably, but 
do not become too hot to touch. 
Convectors are good in steam or 
hot water heated homes, and they 
are compact to save floor space. 
The heating element is enclosed 
in the convector cabinet which is 
designed to eliminate pointed 
corners or sharp edges which 
might inflict painful injuries. 

If possible, plan to install con- 
vectors as recessed units. Re- 
cessed installation adds substan- 
tially to the usable space in the 
bathroom.

Time To Repair, |Get 1949 Boost By Tax Assessor

and equipment are now in plen- 
tiful supply to bring older homes 
up to date. Not only will such an 
investment add to the home’s 
comfort and convenience, but it 
will help maintain the value of 
the house in today’s active mar- 
ket for used houses. 

Most in demand for . older 
homes are modern bathrooms, ef- 
ficient streamlined kitchens, com- 
plete 
heating systems. The latter are 
especially important if the house 
is being listed for sale. Installa- 
tion of modern heating equipment 
and good insulation often will pay 
for itself many times over in the 
increased value they give to the 
house in the eyes of the prospec- 
tive purchaser.
